quilted Herat. 

When the Rmeiene M advancing to- 
ward* Khiva, Major Todd tent my father 
on a mission to that city, AAerwardi, 
Captain A Shot went to Khiva, and I met 
him at Mere*, where I was purehnioK 
He sent mt to Herat, and Major 

> at Kbit* with. Ou^^rVhe'n 
I readied Khiva. I learned that Mr. Abbot 
had gone toward* Astrakhan, end nwiwfi 
that he had bees titled among the Kanaka, 
I still thought it ray duty to follow hit 
steps, which I did tor twenty- two marches ; 
the last four daya and nights I waa per' 
fact I y alone in the desert, and I found him 
wounded and a pnsower in a Knraak tent, 
where ) delivered to him 9 SO ducat*. 

I than returned to Khiva, and the day 
afUr my arrival Mr. Bhaketpetn and my 
father entered the city ; Hi. Shakespeare 
despatched me to Herat. 

Pour month* alterwarda Major Todd 
directed me to join Captain Coooily, then 
on the road to Meroe. proceeding to Khira, 
and Koghan, and deliver to him 3,000 
ducats. We resided seven months in 
Khira : Captain Conolly then tent me to 
Cabul to Sir William MWeghteii with 
important despatches and message*. 
Shortly after my arrival in Cabul Sir Wil- 
liam M'Nichten told me it waa necessary 
that 1 should return to Khira to inform 
Captain Conolly that he was to remain in 
Khira and not proceed to Koghan, on 
account of the expected attack of Persia 
on Kbivx. When 1 reached Mervo, four- 
teen or fifteen montha ago, I found that 
Captain Conolli had left Khira and gone 
to Koghan. I became grievously in, and 
the Khan of Khiva ordered me to be eon- 
•■eyed in a camel litter to K hi™, where I 
delivered my latter* and present*, and re- 
mained upward* of two months waiting for 
order* from Captain Conolly, who the 
Khsn told me had given him a promise 
to return to Khira. Captain Conolly then 
obtained leave from the Ameer for me to 
join htm in Bokhara, which the Ktutn per- 
■ 1 me to do. and gave me present*, 
the same time, that Captain 
r had committed a great error by 
going to Bokhara, when he would be 
treated like Colonel Stoddart. The Khan 
had a great regard tor Captain Conolly, 
and eiprcaaed great regret at his having 
left Khiva. I do not know the cause of 
Captain Conolly** quitting that city ; but 
I suspect it was owing to an intrigue of 
tlie Mokter or Vhtier. When I reached 
the Hokhara frontier, the commander told 
me that two days before my arrival {about 
the middle of December, I PI I), the Ameer 
had aeixed and confined Colonel Stoddart 
i Conolly, and that 1 could not 
I without lurtber order*.

—•The monasters of 8t. Bernard, situate 
in the parish of W hit wick, on the border* 
of Charnwnod Forert, l^icestrrvbire, ia 
the object of cnntidcrable iulcrett at (be 
present day. It It a noman Catholie set- 
tlement, ot very recent origin, and contain* 
a numlier of the Clatercun order. The 
land attached to the monastery was ori 
giually very sterile, but, by dint of hard 
industry, it has been brought into a state 
of tolerable cultivation and fruitfulneaa, 
A cnrtcipondeui of nun who lately visited 
the establishment, haa favoured ill with 
the following account of it; — "The pre- 
sent monastery ia an exceedingly plain 
building, of rongh atone, and might be 
mistaken for a fnrm-liouee, but for the 
crucifix raised opnn a rock of granite, of 
broad dimensions, and eight or ten feet 
high. On entering tilt lubby of th* 
monastic dwel ing, a middle-aged person, 
rather tall, of slender figure, pale, nnd of 
benevolent cuiiulenHiice, wearing a cowl 
and a coamevcat, which over* rap* all from 
head tn fhnr, hud is bound to the waist br 
a plain hell, addresses. u< iu a still imall 
voice, nud nfter directing our attention to 
their farm, which conaistt of 3tM) acres of 
land in n tolerably good and rapidly im- 
proving cniiiliiion, and tu their new nm- 
nnatcry, which is about a fioartev of smile 
distant, a neat stone budding, preferable 
to this pre tent dwelling from it* being 
sheltered by a hill and rock from the 
north winds, he very courteously invites 
us, as is the practice with every visitor, to 
take refreshment. One important provi- 
sion, which visiter* to thit community 
cannot view too favourably, is the voluu- 
tary subscription fund, which ia open to 
the contributions uf all who can afford tu 
aid is* benevolent objects. The bene- 
Rts conferred by it upon tbe poor peo- 
ple in the neighbourhood arc immense ; 
of th« legu mi nous soup which it distri- 
buted among the applicants for relief, 
many nf the deplorably thject partake j 
the physicnlk crippled or maimed wan- 
derer, ami the aged outcasts of society, 
■re nlletl with a mild and wholesome 
specie* of nutriment, snd sent on their 
way rejoicing fur the time being. The 
111 orm s tery coiiats I s of tnt h era a 11 d brothers — 
V'i! in number. Their habits are exceed- 
ingly peculiar. fj n Sundays and other 
holyituyi, they rise at L a. m,, and on 
other days at 2, with the alrictett 
regidarily. Thcr aulraitt almost entirely 
mi leg nines suffer ing Ihemselvet lliejuinry 
only nf skimmed milk, snd frnm the 
middle of September until Efuler, a 
modicum of cheese, not exceeding two 
ouncct a day, Fish, flesh, nnd fowl, they 
scrupulous!^ adjure; and all these things, 
do they (or the sake of "mortifyuig 
the flesh.' I'aul seems to b* 
their main preceptor. 'The kingdom of 
Heaven suflereth violence,' 'Straight is 
the gate and narrow i* the way,' they 1*1 1 
lit, Theirs i* a lile of aerertet peminc* ; 
thus they enaure tlicir ' election' — many 
being called, but Few nhoacn. ' Aud surely,' 
say they, ' mail's brief existence here in a 
state uf in tensest tort 11 re cannot Ire loo 
giKht a sacrifice for the infinite trauaport 
of happiness in which we >liall for ever 
partake, when ushered info that eternity 
on the verge of which we stand.' Their 
hooded dress, winch ia uniformly alike, 
except that the singer* at the chapel and 
I he fathers are distinguished by n drab 
vest, while that of the brothers is black, 
the material being n * -nurse clutb, which 
they represent as being 1 rather too cold 
for winter, nnd too warm for summer.' 
In their manual exertions they appear 
industrious, hut hy no meant dexterous or 
nimble. If unl wrinkled and emaciated 
by age, they have full facts, sometimes to 
the seeming- of robust hcartineu, tad 
are in slature short and .apparently stunted.

wide, stuccoed «v*r. Th* chancel, or di- 
viiiun uf the building iu which mass ia 
conducted, teemed bedecked with adorn- 
ment* corresponding to the size of the 
buildings and the hod y uf I he chapel, in 
which wc e sconced ourselves, is ui nameuted 
with two or three unl'mined cam an paint- 
ing, uue being repreaeutntive of St. Itrr- 
iiaid, another of the Virgin ami Child. It 
may be inferred from the Fact that the free 
will offerings ufvisitois are insufficient for 
the purpose of their well directed charity, 
thnt their own resource! are somewhat 
effected. Were it otherwise, this self- 
supporting establishment wuuld soon 
secure a condition nf opulence very rare 
among ut. All circumstances considered, 
Ihey haveslrtmdynchitveda high position. 
Their farm, unlike the surrounding coun- 
try, which, althuiigh enclosed, it laid waste, 
aud overgrown with lemnud bushwood, i* 
neatly laid out, and a system of draining 
(the distance sii yAril* apart, and 111* 
depth thirty iuchei, a* ir.mil | ia being ex- 
tended through it.
